GERMANS MAY DESTROY 
RUMANIAN MUNITIONS. 


BELIEVED TEUTONS WILD TAKE 
THIS STEP IF TROOPS 
JOIN ALLIES, 


(ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

PARIS, Oct. 2.—Now that the ar- 
mistice between the Bulgarians and 
the Allies has been signed and the 
Saloniki army is less than fifty miles 
from Sofia the question which ia m- 
teresting all France is what Ru- 
mania may do in the near future. 
If the Allied armies are enabled to 
reach the Black Sea and perhaps 
even as far as Odessa the deliverance 
of Rumania and her re-entry on the 
side of the Allies may be regarded 
as an accomplished fact. 

Under the disgraceful treaty of 
Bucharest the Germans seized prac- 
tieally the whole of the war mate- 
rial belonging to Rumania, which 
was immediately placed under guard 
in depots in Wallachia in care of 
German troops. In spite of the fact 
that these places have as part of 
their personnel a number of Ru- 
manian officers, it is quite possible 
that the Germans may have so ar- 
ranged things that it will be possible 
for them to destroy all this war ma- 
terial in order to prevent its being 
made use of by the Rumanians in 
the event of their attempting to re- 
Join the Allies. 

In that part of Rumania, which is 
oceupied by the Germans, that 8. ag 
far as Sereth, there are at present 
no Rumanian troops. The troaty of 
Bucharest laid down that in Mol- 
davia, Rumania must not maintain 
an army of more than 25,000, cal- 
culated on a peace footing. But un- 
der the same treaty she periitied 
Rumania to keep up an army of 
nearly 100,000 for the occupation of 
Bessarabia. 

The question however, 
whether the Germans, in carrying 
out the treaty of Bucharest have not 
reduced thie number. What is known 
ie that in any case very few of the 
men forming the former Rumanian 
army, which at the moment of the 
armistice numbered 350,000 men, 
have been allowed by the Germans 
to cross into Wallachia, certainly 
not more than two or three thou- 
sand. All the rest were either dis-

RHINE TOWNS TO MEPT FATE OF 
THOSE IN FRANCE, Is 
SUGGESTION.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—-An ultl- 
matum to Germany regagding the 
ruthless” destruction cities and 
private property in Northern France 
and Belgium is being urged on the 
Allies and the United States and is 
under consideration. 

The burning of Cambrai and St. 
Quentin and the devastation of one 
of the most populous regions of Eu- 
rope as the Germans retreat, has 
nroused great indignation and it was 
said in diplomatic circles today that 
Germany would be warned soon that 
if she allows the work of destruc- 
tion to continue severe reprisals wil! 
follow. 

It is suggested that the cities of 
the Rhine should be marked for de- 
struction and the Berlin govern- 
ment told that for every French and 
Belgian city ruined without military 
reason a city equally important and 
valuable sentimentally and material- 
ly will be laid waste. 

An official dispatch from France 
quotes the Petit Parisien as follows: 

“Cambrai ie burning. This is the 
new crime accomplished by those 
great destroyers of life. Cambrai, 
the historical city and all her mem- 
ories of the past: Cambrai the mod- 
ern town with its industries, is fal- 
ing to pieces among a red and biack 
whirlwind of sparks and flames 
Cambrai ie at the present but an 
enormous fire.

PROBABLE SUCCESSOR TO 
HERTLING OUTLINES GER- 
MANY’s PROGRAMME. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABIZ AND A. P.) 

AMSTERDAM, Oct. 2.—(Reuter’s 
via Montreal.)—Dr. W. 4 Solf, the 
German Colonial Secretary, who has 
been mentioned as the probable 
successor of Count von Hertling, the 
retiring Chancellor, in a lecture de- 
fore an audience in Munich which 
included King Ludwig of Bavaria, 
said the national importance of 
Germany regaining her colonies far 
surpassed any other task. 

Substitutes for raw material, he 
said, could not suffice for peace re- 
quirements. For wool alone, Ger- 
many would have to keep 60,000,000 
sheep, which was practically impos- 
sible. The supply of raw materials 
was the weakest point in Ger- 
many’s world economy. Hence the 
need for colonies. 

Dr. Solf urged that Germany must 
have colonies to prevent her com- 
mercial isolation. He said the pol- 
icy of the open door must be one of 
the most important demands at the 
conclusion of peace. Germany had 
no thought of militarizing Africa. 
he contended, but desired fo pre- 
vent the employment of colored 
men in Europe. 

The imperial German government, 
the Colonial Secretary said, ad- 
hered firmly to its demand for the 
return of its African and South Sea 
possessions as well as a fresh 
partition of Africa so as to consoli- 
date y's scattered posses- 
sions.

Don’t Bother Me, He Tells 
Bond Solicitors. 


Long Beach Man Makes Con- 
fession to Police, 


Court Fines Him $500, Also 
Term in Jail.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 3.—In the

tion for the past six months. He 


pleaded not guilty and his trial vas 
set for this afternoon, Appearing in 
court today, the accused pro-German 
broke down and confessed, with re- 
volting details, under the severe 


grilling of Chief Arthur Ellis of the 


American Protective League and As- 
sistant City Attorney Bathurst. 

Included in the confession, accord- 
ing to Chief Ellis, was Barts's ad- 
mission that he had made improper 
advances to his step-daughter, Mrs. 
Lucy Klaar, whose husband is now 
fighting with the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces in France; that he 
called the President and bond solici- 
ters alike unprintable names, and 
that he made the statement that 
the United States had no 
entering the war. 

Bartz is further alleged to have 
admitted that he made the state- 
ment that President Wilson was 
hoarding sugar in the White House 
and that the people of the United 
States were being starved while 
American soldiers tn France were 
dying from being overfed. 

The prisoner is said to be worth 
at least $60,000 and when asked 
to take a bond of the Fourth Lib- 
erty Loan called the solicitors filthy 
names and added that he did not 
want te be bothered.

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MORALS IN PRUSSIA. 
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SITUATION IN BELGIUM. 
It is not beyond possibility that the 
blood-stained memories of Waterloo may 
witness the final fall of another military- 
mad tyrant. Germany may find her Wa- 
terloo at Waterloo. 

There is not much doubt that the Germans 
will make their last stand on Belgian soi! 
and that some of the bloodiest battles of 
the war will be fought there. 

The sharp advance of the Belgian and 
British troops north of Ypres is a self- 
revealing military movement. 

The intention of Gen. Foch is obvious. He 
is trying to turn the German right flank 
and to sweep the rim of the English Chan- 
nel clear of German troops. This done, it 
wij] be possible to effect a landing of Al- 
forces and strike the rear of 


say, of Zeebrugge, the entire Ger- 
man army will be, obliged to abandon its 
position in France and scamper wildly back 
to a line where they can present their front 
again to the foe. 

By such an attack the effectiveness of the 
German submarines will be largely de- 
stroyed. 

On account of the frequency with which 
the undersea boats are obliged to return to 
their mother bases for re-equipment and 
to give the crews a rest, the base is the 
most important feature of submarine war- 
fare. A warship can duck in nearly any- 
where she can find coal. The subs can op- 
erate only from bases elaborately equipped 
for that particular purpose. 

It follows that if the Allies continue this 
great flanking movement along the channel 
edge, the German submarine bases will be 
captured and the effectiveness of the under- 


movement on land will be supported by an 
intensive bombardment of the Belgian coast 
by the Allied navies. If the German navy 
ever intends to come out of Kiel, this will 
be the time for it to come. 

The ultimate objective of the fanking 
movement through Belgium is to capture 
the German navy. As has been reiterated 
to the point of weariness by military writ- 
ers, there is a weak hole in the German 
defenses. 

Any ‘hostile force which can break 
way past Antwerp into Germany in 


ward, destroying the Krupp works at Essen 
and slaying the German navy in its nests 
by taking the naval stations at Kiel and 
Wilhemshaven. 

But that, of course, is looking a long way 
forward. What is immediately in prospect 
is a battle half of land forces and half of 
the sea to make room for the landing of an 
Allied army on the Belgium banks of the 
English Channel. 
Poor old Belgium, the cock pit of Europe, 
seems destined once more to echo to the 
roar of cannon. 

The force now executing the flank attack, 
under the orders of Gen. Foch, is made up 
largely of Belgian soldiers. It will be a 
picturesque retribution if it should be the 
despised little Belgian army which admin- 
isters the coup de grace to the dreaded 
German army. 

The Germans sowed the wind in Belgium. 
When the time for retirement comes they 
will discover that they have the whirlwind 
to reap. They will retreat through a coun- 
try whose every stone wall conceals a rifle. 
They have a bitter dose to eat; gall and 
wormwood would be sweet in comparison. 
One of the problems of the league of na- 
tions after this war will be the additional 
safeguarding of Belgium. 


VENGEANCE OF GOD. 

We of the Allies have waited long for 
these days. The world has grown old since 
August, 1914, through sheer anguish of hope 
for the time when Germany's power would 
be definitely broken and she would stagger 
defensively backward. It seemed that God 
of Vengeance would never heed the prayers 
of those who, forgetful of Him in times of 
peace, suddenly and passionately conse- 
crated themselves to justice and humanity. 

Germany leaped steel-clad and bestrode 
Relgium and France. No day was without 
victory for her. She ran her powerful 
armies from the North Sea to the Bos 
porus, smashed into Serbia and threw the 
Russians back into their own interior. She 
had won the war—except that the French 
and Belgians and British and Canadians and 
Italians kept on fighting. 

The long, dark years of deadlock fol- 
lowed, the years of the stalemate, when 
generale—not Germans, either—told “wise 
ly” how impossible it was to dislodge an 
fntrenched army; and how neither side

out for release from the bondage of the 
Gans, Foch grimly waited. 

He waited until the Allies had built up 
resources and reserves; until America, 
newly come into the war, had summoned 
and trained her young men and borne a 
million fighters to French soil. 

Then he struck. It began as a counter- 
attack at Chateau Thierry, where Amert- 
cans and French threw backwards in con- 
fusion the shock troops of Prussia. Before 
the guns had ceased to roar, before Germany 
caught her breath, the French and British 
struck at Amiens, driving obliquely toward 
the west and south. This onslaught was 
scarcely slowed up before Foch launched a 
furious drive at Chemin des Dames, and al- 
most simultaneously the Americans were 
turned loose at Ypres. Then without pause 
the British were hurled forward over a 
forty-mile front toward Cambral, and the 
Americans drove in the St.’ Mintel salient 
and bedan the bombardment of Mets. At 


fiery flashes of the attacking French, while 
the Belgians leaped toward Ostend, retak- 
ing town after town from which they were 
driven four years ago. 

From Holland to Switzerland, Foch has 
loosened the terrible orchestration of the 
avenging armies. On all fronts the Allies 
are attacking victoriously. The fury of 
their charge is heightened by the memory 
of what they have suffered, of how they 
have had to wait and to retreat before the 
insolent Hun. 

And Bulgaria has caved in, and Turkey 
ts on the verge of annihilation, and Austria 
ie weakening, and the people of Germany 
are rising. 

All the while that Foch has waited, the 
millions of Tommes, of Pollus, and Lan- 
kees, and others, down in the dugouts, have 
been waiting. Foch is to be commended 
for his masterly, far-sighted patience; but 
what of the men? It was harder for them. 
They knew nothing of strategy and tactics. 
They knew nothing of the resources and 
reserves being piled up for the bour when 
the Master General should unleash them. 
Theirs was a life of tedium and helpless- 
ness. They could only stand to the fire 
step and know that no German attack was 
breaking throwgh their immediate front. 
But they waited patiently, too. They were 
sustained by the spirit that will not quit. 
Just common men in uniform they are, the 
sort that are heedlessly passed in the street 
of every city every day. Not for the shilling 
a day, not for the $30 a month, do men 
march with burdened backs, sleep in wet 
clothes, stand in freezing water and mud or 
swelter beneath the unrelieved heat of a

This era of Prussian reproachfulness pal- 
pitates with interest. What brutes and pa- 
gans we are, to be sure, persecuting a poor 
downtrodden militarist nation that never 
did anything but love its neighbors as it- 
self!

But there is one thing the Allies will 
never be guilty of. They will never, never

sions and privileges and responsi- 
bilities. Labor will be in the same 
boat. Even Ireland win get all her 
grouches cleaned off the slate. We 
are all going to be given all the 
rope we want to hang ourselves. 
And the world will be so incredibly 
perfect that we shall all get fat and 
contented, because there won't be 
any more progress to strive for. 
Even the turbulent Balkans will be 
pacified out of all knowledge, and 
Turkey, the one-time “sick man of 
Europe,” will be cured against his

body trained to “do their bit,” every- 
body loving and respecting his 
neighbor as himself, with fond ma- 
terialism ruling the earth, what 
chance will women have to swipe 
all the limelight and make them- 
selves objectionable in noble causes?

; because we 
can see what it has done for crown- 
ups; because the time of the chil- 
dren is sufficiently occupied without 
it: because it makes for dissension 
between parents and children; be- 
cause our parents went to school: 
because they love us and know best. 
and it is sufficient that they should 
be educated for us. This argument, 
applied to woman's suffrage or Ire- 
land or any of the other controver- 
sies will do so much to keep the 
pot boiling over. It is going to be 
quite dull and horrid when all the 
pots settle down to a gentle simmer. 

Time was when women could only 
be excused for intruding upon mas- 
culine labors when they had bad hus- 
bands. Now, dash it all, they accept 
us with any kind of husband, or no 
husband at all, because we are ac- 
cused of helping win the war. It 
lan't nearly so interesting Land we 
gan't complain. Time was when we 
could not do such a lot of unpleas- 
ant things because we weren't intel- 
ligent enough. It was such a lark 
being sarcastic about it. Now every 
speaker rams our intelligence down 
our throats and we can’t do a thing 
about it. Giving a dog a bad name 
is not nearly so mean as insisting 
he is a paragon of virtue and intel- 
ligence and industry and making 
him live up to it. Like compulsory 
education, it irritates him that gives 
and him that takes—-and it’s going 
to be just like that with woman suf- 
frage. 

Sisters, we must positively bank 
on those old Senators if we would 
maintain a shred of a cause to fight 
for. President Wilson has got con- 
verted and we can’t nag him any 
more. He used to think we were 
ivy, but now he knows us for oak 
and oak has a frightfully responsible 
reputation to live up to. 

It is going to be dismally uninter- 
esting, this being an emancipated 
woman, when we are all emancipat- 
ed. “When everybody's somebody, 
why no one’s anybody.” The trans- 
tion stage has been 80 very attrac 
tive, just palpitating with excite 
ment, and a thousand opportunities 
for showing off. It was just fascl- 
nating having our special men tell 
us that if all women were as intelll- 
gent as ourselves, now, how differ- 
ently they would feel about suffrage. 
How perfectly horrid never to hear 
those insidiously - complimentary, 
words again! 

Yes, sisters, the world is ours just 
so long as those nine too many Sen- 
ators hold out against us. After 
that we shall cut no ice at all. We, 
who each separately knew ourselves 
for the “exceptional” woman, won't 
be able to put on any sort of dog in 
a whole nation of exceptional wom- 
en. They will really be much better 
off in England, where they can't be 
exceptional women until after they 
are 30 years of age.

German Atrocities Cry Out 
for Vengeance. 


Women War Nurses, Here, 


before the attack of the German 
wolf, and France, now, battered and 
bleeding but with an uncrushable 
spirit, is told about by two Ameri- 
can women, Mrs. A. B. Crombie and 
Miss Belle Hamilton, who, residents 
of Nice in the days of peace, re- 
mained there at posts of duty in the 
hospitals for four years, and who 


arrived in Los Angeles yesterday. 
They are at the Clar 
“The most horrib stories of 


atrocities you have ever heard told,” 
shuddered Mra. Crombie, “are noth- 
ing—nothing at all—to what has ac- 
tually happened. When the war 
broke outand Frenchmen first came 
home from the front wounded, some 
of them almost shot to pieces, they 
were tent to us at Nice. There were 
no accommodations at the front for 
them. Their wounds were roughly 
bandaged and matted with blood, 
their bodies covered with trench 
filth and body lice. Every hotel and 
house was a hospital, and then there 
were not enough. The noblest wom- 
en of the country scrubbed floors and 
Aresed the terrible wounds.” 

But gradually, she said, hospl- 
tals grew and such emergency meas- 
ures are now almost totally out of 
use. Nice i a convalescent resort 
and the homes are full of men about 
ready to return to the front. 

Miss Hamilton said that the food 
situation abroad is most difficult for 
civilians. One pound of sugar a 
month ts allowed by the govern- 
ment. The bread is so coarse that 
only few can eat it with satisfac- 
tion. There is little corn and wheat, 
and the entire population is on short 
ration. But there is no complaint, 
she says.
